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GROW 1 NG EDMONTON 


The conditions “considered, it is sur- 
prising rather than disappointing to learn 
that the population of the city has in- 
creased 1500 during the ee year. Times 
of depression are usuall arked by a 
considerable exodus from large western 
centres to farms. There has been such a 
“back to the land” movement out of Ed- 
monton during the last twelve-month, 
though it has not been of large propor- 
tions. But the gain has been large enovgh 
to offset this loss and leave the sub- 
stantial balance indicated. 

This gain is not accounted for by the 
large number of men who came to the city 
looking for work during the year, since 
only those who have resided in the c ity for 


a year or longer were included in the 
count, The increase given therefore repre- 
sents the growth in the permanent 
population. 


THEY Ww ANT “WORK 

A riot occurred in Winnipeg when it 
became known that a contractor had jobs 
for a hundred men. Fifteen hundred men 
turned up at the scene and the police had 
to drive them away before the fortunate 
hundred could get to work. 

Unemployed men want work. That is a 
fact in all but a minority of cases so small 
as to be negligible. For one who wants to 
addi at the expense of the public, or who 

vould be content to iive on charity, nine 
a least seek nothing more than to get a 
day’s pay for a day's work. 

That is true in’ Edmonton, and the 
country over. The unemployed as a class 
deserve sympathy, not censure or suspi- 
cion. They are the victims of cireum- 
stance, some of past folly no doubt, not 
voluntary idlers, The exceptions are only 
numerous enough to prove the rule, and 
it is cruelly unjust to suppose that they 
represent the great body of unemployed 
men. 


ANOTHER. “GAP BRIDG ED 

The contractors have completed the 
two mile stretch of paving to connect the 
existing pavement on Main street with 
the Calgary Trail at the southern bound- 
ary.of the city, and it is proposed to mark 
the occasion by a celebration of some sort 
on Saturday. 

The event is worthy of recognition in 
that manner. This construction elimin- 
ates the worst piece of road between the 
heart of Edmonton and Calgary. It is now 
possible to travel from the centre of one 
city to that of the other without getting 
off concrete or gravel, and therefore to do 
so in safety in wet or dry weather. 

In the rainy season that two miles of 
mud cut Edmonton off very effectively 
from the gravelled highway that is the 
main artery of travel to from all 
points in the southern and central parts of 
the province. The improvement removes 
that barrier, and gives the same access to 
and from the country south of Edmonton 
that had already been provided for the 
country northwest. and north of the city. 

In thus connecting the paved streets 
with the gravelled highways radiating 
from the city, Edmonton is doing what it 
can to facilitate trade and travel in all di- 
rections. The completion of another of 
the “missing links’ between the central 
area of the city and the boundary is an 
event of importance, and may very well be

Fr EDERATION OR PACT? 

Litvinoff, the Soviet delegate to the 
conference at Geneva on a Pan-Buropean 
Federation, proposes the making of a 
“nact of economic non-ageression” among 
the countries of that continent. 

The suggestion may not get much at- 
tention, partly because of where it comes 
from. Any proposals emaneting from 
Moscow are naturally subject to the sus- 
picion that experience has shown to be 
necessary in valuating offerings from that 
hatchery of deception and trickery. 

But divorced from its authorship, and 
broadly considered, the idea has merit, An 
all-round agreement to stop hitting each 
other with economic weapons would seem 
to be what the European countries chiefly 
need. Their intentions, of course, are not 
hostile, but the reaults are much the same.

France 
recognizes that; hence Briand’s scheme 
for a European federation, Germany and 
Austria recognize it; hence the tariff 
agreement between them that has set the 
rest of the continent by the ears, 

Some general agreement to modily 
these barriers is inevitable, sooner or later, 
and the sooner it comes the better for the 
world at large. The Litvinoff proposal 
has at least the advantage that it may be 
possible of accomplishment, while the 
federation scheme looks more like the 
subject for a ten years’ debate than a pro- 
ject that is w ithin the range of practical 
politics.

Answer: The arms and legs should

They com 
bine well with raw apples and this 
makes a very good lunch, Two ounces 
of the nut meats are enough to use 
at any one meal,

When the L0.D.E. was founded in 
1900, one alm was te band together 
all the women of the empire, said 
Mrs. Burden, “Never has there been 
& greater need for that bend than 
there is today, when so many differ- 
ent forces are seeking to tear down 
that which we hold most dear, the 
preservation of the unity of the em- 
pire, Communism its an tnsldious 
doctrine that strikes at the root of all 
those fundamentals which we hold 
dear, 

“Our members are beginning te rea 
lize more fully the menace of such a 
sinister influence and to consider 
whether the method to eounteract 
this evil by eonstructive polley of 
education ls the wiser course to adopt, 
rather than to give publicity te their 
pose of martyrdom for what they call 
liberty of speech and action,” 

“Contaminating publications” were 
undermining the morale and physique 
of Canadian youth and increasing the 
number of youthful criminals, ‘The 
order was on record as favoring a 
stricter governmental censorship of 
reading matter, said Mrs, Burden, but 
public opinion should be aroused to 
the seriousness of this evil and pres- 
sure brought to bear on the proper

He was also satisfied that accused 
had gone to one Harry Hiller, whose 
dealings were the subject matter of 
the action and asked for money, There 
was a discrepancy between the ver- 
sions of the transaction given by ac- 
cused and Hiller and he was satisfied 
that the latter did not want to say 
anything that would adversely affect 
accused, 

“The daughter's evidence savored 
too much of fiction,” said his lord- 
ship, “and on this account I reject her 
story. She made a laudable attempt 
to save her father, but there is not a 
tittle of evidence in the whole trans- 
action to suport the daughter's state- 
ment that she sold $900 worth of 
goods, The buyer never repudiated 
the liability and accused went. to him 
and got $300." 

Dealing with the general question 
of bankruptcy proceedings, his lord-

When a man goes into bankruptcy 
the trustee was entitled to go into his 
books and accounts. In this case, his 
lordship thought there had been slack~- 
ness as he felt every avenue had not 
been followed to prevent errors.

OUT GRADE 8 
EXAMINATION 


Grade 9 Also Eliminated— 
Saving of $120,000 as 
a Result 


Fiimination, for this year at least, 
of the Grade VIII and Grade IX de- 
partment of education examinations 
was announced on Thursday by Hon, 
Perren Baker, minister of education, 

The measure is two-fold: to effect 
economy in times of sterss and to 
bring Alberta more into line with what 
is being done in other provinces. 

In the economy line, it will mean 
that there will be 113,000 less papers 
to write and will reduce the number 
of papéer-readers by 175, It is estim- 
ated parents of the province will be 
saved $60,000 and the government a 
similar amount, 

Alberta also will be brought more 
readily in line with other provinces, as 
no other province in the Dominion has 
gone in so heavily for examinations as 
this, although others have been close 
behind. 

In further discussion of his an- 
nouncement, the Minister stafed that 
Grade VIII diplomas and standing in 
the Grade IX subjects and in lIitera- 
ture two and composition two of Grade 
X would be granted on the teachers

that is not paved will be gravelled as 
far as 63 avenue. 

The same avenue is also to be gra- | 
velled to the west, and for this season 
will probably be connected by gravel | 
with the paving on 106 street, the old 
Calgary trail, It is proposed to carry 
the gravelling eventually to 109 street, 
and thus give short cuts from the 
Calgary trail on the south side to 
both east and western portions of the 
city.
